Three issues of the paper were 
published in several thousand ccpics, and publication was discontinued 
after the May 195!) issue. The editor of the paper was ©. Lovqvist, an 
employee of the Swedis h State Railroads, who was assisted by Kar | Evert 
Wicksell, another employee of the State Railroads, and Gotttrid Nyberg, 
@ shoemaker. 7 ‘ 


2. The smal} group which supported Gnistan was to have been joined by Evatd 
Hoglund, leader of a Left Socialist group in Goteborg, but when Be 
Hoglund group joined the Fourth International, the !00-man group dis 
essociated themselves from him, since it was felt thathis action was pre- 
mature and it was more sensible to attempt to work against the Swedish 
Communist Party as an independent unit. The Hogiund group suppor ts 
Gnistan to some degree, but works on the theory that only by unification 
of anti-Russian radical groups cam success be reached. There are about 
350 adherents to the Hogiund group in Sweden. 


3, The publication probably will appear again in the fali of 195! under a 
new name, since the name Gnistan is already being used as the title of | 
@ publication issued by the youth section of a large Swedish abolitionist 
organization. The radical paper formerty was published by Wicksell 
Publishers, Norrstationsgatan 119, Stockhotm, and probably is published 
with minimum costs, since one of its members, Kar! Evert Wicksell, is the 
brother of the owner of the press.
